The accident occurred a scant 


mile from 4519 Madison avenue, 
where the daughters, Mrs. Charles 
D. Allen, and Miss Irene Larsen. a 
senior in Jackson high school, had 
made preparations throughout the 
day for the arrival of the parents 
and the family Christmas that was 
to follow.Killed Instantly. 


Mr. and Mrs Larsen were killed 


instantly. 
Their crushed bodies 


were found north of the tracks 
tumbled at the bottom of the 10- 
foot rail embankment approximate- 
ly 40 yards from the crossing. 
Identification was established by 
the automobile license and through 
P. W. Hart, University Place plum- 
ber for whom Larsen had worked. 


Sheared to the chassis, their sedan 


was tossed about 20 yards east and 
north of the crossing. 
The ma- 


chine was so badly wrecked that the 
make of the car was scarcely ..dis- 
cernible. 
Bits of the top, body 


and doors were scattered along the 
tracks. 
Donald Grantski, about 10, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. John W. Grantski, 
5454 Greenwood avenue, who was 
walking near the right-of-way and 
witnessed the crasn, said that Mr. 
Larsen apparently 
saw the 
on- 


coming train 
and 
attempted to 


stop his car. 
Woman Tried Escape. 


"The car rolled on the tracks and 


the man seemed to try to start it," 
he said. "I think the lady trisd to 
open one of the doors just as the 
train hit them." 
Donald stated that the car had 


turned south from highway No. 77 
to Forty-eighth street and crossed 
the Burlington tracks which par- 
allel the Rock Island rails.

C. S. McDonald, postmaster at 
St. Regis station, five miles from 
the marooned train, said three pas- 
sengers walked into St. Regis to- 
day and reported the other pas- 
sengers disappointed over prospects 
of a Christmas dinner in the iso- 
lated Bitter Root mountain region 
but generally in good spirits. The 
three passengers said there was lit- 
tle prospect of the train moving for 
several days.

ABOARD 
BYRD 
FLAGSHIP, 


Antarctica, Dec. 23 — (AP) — ( By 
Mackay Radio)—A flight over the 
uncharted vastness of the Ross sea 
has convinced Rear AdmiKal Rich- 
ard E Byrd that he will be able to 
push his ship much farther toward 
Little America than he first ex- 
pected. 
When 
his flagship, ploughing 


along the 150th meridian, encount- 
ered what seemed to be an im- 
penetrable ice pack, Admiral Byrd 
ordered the ship back to open 
water, lowered his huge seaplane 
over the side and took off yester- 
day in a surprise flight over the 
unknown spaces lying ahead. 


He returned four hours later with 


the report that there was no heavy 
ice pack ahead, contrary to the 
usual belief. 
There was supposed to be an im- 


penetrable pack extending far across 
the Ross sea, backed by a mass of 
land, somewhat of an archipelago. 
After what he observed on his 
flight, however. Admiral Byrd was 
not so sure of this. 


Possibly Open Sea. 


"It wouldn't surprise me if open 


sea existed clear to the continental 
limits that we explored on our 
flights eastward of Little America 
in~1929 and 1930," the explorer said. 
"To the limit of vision, open water 
could be seen and the pack we saw 
was all young, shallow, pancake ice. 
It may be that further exploration 
in this vicinity would have the ef- 
fect of extending the known limits 
of the Ross sea. I think we might 
have solved the thing if we had not 
run out of gas and had to turn 
back." 


As a result of yesterday's flight, 


Byrd will be able to push on by 
ship, although eventually he will be 
stopped by the ice now forming. 
Then he plans to go on his base at 
Little America by plane from where 
he will make further explorations. 


Admiral Byrd was accompanied 
on his flight by Harold I. June, chief 
pilot; William Bowlin. relief pilot; 
J. A. Pelter, aerial mapper; and 
Ciirl O. Petersen, radio operator.

The jurors 
recom m e n d e d 
life imprison- 
ment. 


Asked by Judge 
J. B. Raper if he 
had anything to 
say-before -being 
sentenced, Mar- 
tin grinned and 
said, "Well, judge. I'd rather be in 
the penitentiary than in the poor 
farm." 
Then the trapper was sentenced 


to life imprisonment, and to spend 
the eleventh day of each November 
in solitary confinement. 


Smiles At Sentence. 


Smiling at the solitary confine- 


ment order, Martin said to Judge 
Raper. "You must want to drive me 
crazy." 
The defense had based much of 
its case on a claim of insanity. 
The trapper was convicted by a 
jury of farmers and village business 
men after three hours and twenty 
minutes of deliberation. The state 
asked that the death penalty be im-

GRADE CROSSINGS. 
spirit of the holiday season tends to intensify 


the tragic aspects of the grade crossing accident 


in Lincoln which cost two lives. The victims were 
on their way to visit with their children over Christ- 
mas. Just as an indication of how eagerly this re- 
union was looked forward to, the wreckage revealed 
.the presents assembled. 


But It is not only this accident, but every accident, 


which should focus attention on grade crossings 
within the corporate limits of Lincoln, and particu- 
larly in the eastern section of the city. Three dif- 
ferent transportation systems enter and leave the 
city through that area. It means a network of 
tracks, more or less closely clustered, and while the 
carriers have taken steps to make them as safe as 
possible, there are factors connected with grade 
crossings in this era of automobile traffic which 
present always elements of danger. 


In the late afternoon, people driving into Lin- 


coln from the east and from the north are facing 
the sun. On many occasions, drivers have reported 
they were blinded or partially blinded by the light. 
Grades have something to do with it also. In at 
least one instance, the elevation of the tracks above 
the street level creates a situation inviting accident 
and disaster. 


There is no true solution of the grade crossing 


problem, on streets or highways carrying exception- 
ally heavy traffic, except viaducts, or underpasses. 
Lincoln is protected on the west and the northwest 
by viaducts, but that section which carries the 
heaviest travel to the east is unprotected. It is a 
question which has been agitated from time to time 
without result. Under the conditions which have 
prevailed, the carriers could be excused for refusing 
to make a major expenditure such as would be neces- 
sary in the construction of an underpassage or a 
viaduct in northeast Lincoln. And yet, it should be 
done in the next few years, and plans should be laid 
for providing this added measure of safety. 


More and more as paving is added to the federal- 


state highways systems, the highways out of Lincoln 
and especially the highway leading east will be 
carrying heavier traffic each year. There will con- 
tinue to be accidents as long as motorists are com- 
pelled to cross railroad tracks. And human life is 
far too sacred to see it snuffed out without an at- 
tempt to alleviate conditions. It was a distressing 
accident which took place Friday, arousing the 
greatest sympathy, and focusing attention upon the 
grade crossing situation. 


Signal lights, warning bells, and all of the normal 


precautions that can be taken, including vigilance on 
the part of autoists themselves, can not avert acci-' 
dents always. There are factors which enter, which 
cannot be reckoned with. The sure preventative is 
the elimination of tracks from highways, along which 
constant streams of cars pass. 


CIVILIZATION'S SLOW GROWTH. 
A STORY coming from the Winnebago Indian 


reservation causes one to wonder how many 


generations, how many centuries, are required to lead 
humans from a state of savagery to one of advanced 
civilization. When the Indians worked on a road 
project last summer 40 per cent of their wages was 
withheld, to be paid after the first of the year, when 
it was deemed certain the workers would be in dis- 
tress. 


But the day of want came even earlier than was 


anticipated, and it has been deemed necessary to pay 
them at this time, even though the agent, who knows 
his Indians, protested that the money would be 
squandered Immediately. Of course there are spend- 
thrifts and Improvident individuals among supposed- 
ly civilized people, but such are the exception rather 
than the rule, while the reverse Is true among the 
nation's copper-hued wards. 


The government must exercise a constant guardian- 


ship over the Indians, and this is true almost without 
exception. It can be said, however, that in New 
York, New England and some other eastern states, 
there are communities 
of Indians who compare 


favorably with their white neighbors, but they have 
been In constant touch with white men for 300 
years. It Is improbable that they would lapse into 
savagery should that association be now withdrawn. 
With the westerners, however, this would not be true; 
they would within a short time lose what scant 
veneer of ciivlization they now have. 


When the French were driven from Haiti after 


having; been there a century, the African negroes 
who came into possession were within a few years in 
almost as complete state of savagery as when kid- 
naped in their jungle homes. Now. after a period 
of association with civilization, they are emerging 
and producing some really brilliant men, capable of 
carrying on orderly government 
The process, how- 


ever, has been distressingly slow. 


The western, or "horse*' Indians, are apparently 


slower to take up the pursuits and adopt the system 
of the white man than were the eastern members 


of the race. The latter were, when Europeans first 
came to this continent, engaged to a very consider- 
able extent In agriculture and had fixed habitations. 
The westerners were largely nomads, depending 
almost exclusively upon the chase for their liveli- 
hood. It is more difficult for them to become "home 
folks," remain in one place and dig their sustenance 
from the soil. It is not probable that they will for 
a long time to come become self reliant and capable. 


PRACTICAL AID FOR STOCK GROWERS. 
S 


EVERAL of the demands made by the live stock 
growers at their Omaha meeting are entirely 


reasonable and should be carried out as soon as pos- 
sible. One of these is that direct buying and ship- 
ping of animals by the packing companies should 
cease, and that they be required to obtain their 
supplies in the open competitive markets. 


The packers are a necessary part of the country's 


economic mechanism and they are entitled to legti- 
mate profits in their proper sphere, which is the 
slaughtering and processing of live stock and mar- 
keting the products. They ought to rely for their 
profits upon these activities, instead of attempting to 
beat down the prices of animals by going outside 
the market and sending their expert buyers all over 
the country to take advantage of inexperienced and 
uninformed farmers. 


It is quite evident that if packers were not able 


by this means to get live stock for less than the cur- 
rent market rates—in other words, for less than the 
animals are actually worth—they would not be Util- 
izing the system. The corollary of this proposition is 
that producers are cheated out of some of the returns 
to which they are fairly entitled, by reason of direct 
buying. 


If any grower of live stock wishes to bring his 


animals in to a packing company and sell them with- 
out going through the stock yards, he should, of 
course, have that privilege. But few farmers are 
located sufficiently close to the packing plants to 
do this. They can do better by consigning their 
hogs, cattle, and sheep in the regular way. 


If there were no direct buying, the packers would 


have to go upon the market every day and bid 
for their supplies in competition with others buying 
for speculation or otherwise. As it is, a single day's 
direct shipments often bring them enough animals 
to meet their needs for that day, and the result is 
that live stock offers in the yards become a drug 
on the market and prices go down. 


Equally important to the welfare of the live stock 


industry and individual producers is the need of 
shutting out some of the flood of cheap cocoanut 
oil products from tropical regions which has largely 
supplanted beef and pork fats in the United States. 
Prof. H. J. Gramlich of the University of Nebraska 
agricultural 
college estimates that every month 


nough of this material comes in to displace the 
tallow from 1,000,000 beeves or the lard from three 
million hogs. 


The quantities of cocoanut oil now being imported 


are 7% times as great as they were 25 years ago, 
when the American people were relying on animal 
fats for then- culinary needs. It is vital to the live 
stock Industry that the great part of the consuming 
demand for cooking grease be brought back to the 
former basis.

Earthquakes astound us, wars appall us (at least 


afterwards), but not enough attention has been paid 
the miserable common head cold. No mortal can 
proudly square his shoulders and face the world 
with a conquering grin when this dread ailment 
strikes him. 
The most gentle of souls become 


grouchy under its paralyzing spell, and work, if you 
have any, is impossible. 


The treatment was evolved in an effort to stop 
he great loss of attendance at classes at the Uni- 
rersity of Minnesota during cold epidemic.-.

figures on wheat acreage seeded late In the fall

Nebraska 
las a much better record than this, thanks to her 
armers. but in four years, without any inducement, 
he Nebraska farmer took 1,500,000 acres of wheat out 
>f production. 


To conclude that the mere figures tell the whole

I heard not long ago of one 
mother who became exceedingly im- 
pressed with the lectures of a dietary 
faddist and who, therefore, decided 
to allow a six-year-old son three 
spinach' sandwiches a day and noth- 
ing else. It would be all right for 
the mother to do that, ossibly it 
would not hurt her, and at any rate 
she wouldn't harm very much be- 
cause she would only harm herself, 
but it is little short of criminal to 
impose such a- diet upon a young, 
growing organism. 


The care of the teeth, bowels and 
eyes in youth is obviously elemental. 
In a great majority of people they 
take care of themselves but teeth 
should certainly be protected against 
decay, and in the presence of head- 
aches or apparent backwardness in 
school, the question of whether the 
eyes are focusing well should be in- 
vestigated by competent oculists. 
Sometimes simply the use of glasses 
will turn Jack from a dull boy into 
a brilliant scholar, or stop a whole 
train of petty symptoms which seem 
to point to deep-seated ill health. 


Lastly, in this day and age, it is 
necessary to emphasize the danger 
of accidents. In the early days of 
the automobile things were bad 
enough, but nowadays, with the de- 
velopment of cars which seem to 
have no limit to their speed, it Im- 
poses a toll of useless young deaths 
which makes the heart sick. These 
little mosquito cars go in and out 
of traffic, whiz along streets at a 
rate which endangers the lives of 
thousands of people,, old and young. 


If young people alone could be 
taught to drive automobiles in a 
careful way there would be more 
saving in health and life than all 
the work that the Society for the 
Prevention of Heart Disease and the 
Society for the Prevention of Can- 
cer has done in all the years of their 
existence. Why we should not be- 
come as indignant at automobile 
accidents as we do about diseases 
like cancer, over which we have verv 
little control, is a profound mystery.

U. S. Agrees To Furnish 


State With $750,000 


Revolving Fund. 


Arrangements have been 
con- 


cluded between Nebraska 
officials 


and the federal good roads bureau 
whereby $750,000 of the money set' 
aside for. highway construction in 
this state will be advanced by the 
bureau and used to pay contractors 
promptly on completion of their 
projects, 
thus enabling them in 


turn to meet their payrolls and get 
the money into the hands of their 
workmen without the delay hith- 
erto experienced under the system 
of sending all claims to Washing- 
ton and 
having them 
approved 
there before payment was made. 
To Be Revolving Fund. 


The 
$750,000, Governor 
Bryan 
has been advised, will be remitted 
to State Treasurer Hall within a 
few days. The money is expected 
to be in his hands by next Tues- 
day. 
It will be set apart as a spe- 


cial revolving fund for the purpose 
stated, and will be reimbursed from 
time to time by additional federal 
contributions until the state allot- 
ment of $7,800,000 becomes exhaust- 
ed. 


A final agreement for handling 
contractors' claims in this way was 
reached Thursday 
afternoon at a 


conference in 
Bryan's 
office at- 
tended by himself, a special agent 
and an auditor for the government. 
Attorney General 
Good, S t a t e 
Treasurer Hall, and A. T. Lobdell, 
chief assistant to State Engineer 
Cochran.

The only serious obstcle to the 


plan which had been encountered 
was an objection by surety com- 
panies participating in the state 
treasurer's million-dollar bond that 
it might have the effect of in- 
creasing their liability. An opinion 
was given by Attorney General 
Good holding that this would not 
be the case. In accordance with 
this pronouncement, G o v e r n o r 
Bryan wrote Treasurer Hall an of- 
ficial letter saying that no extra 
bond would be required and that 
no claim would be made against 
the treasurer's sureties, in any 
event, for more than the specific 
amount of the bond. 


Bondsmen Satisfied. 


On that understanding- the bonds- 


men withdrew their objections and 
the state officials were assured by 
the federal representatives that the 
money would be forthcoming. 


Having this money on hand •will 
expedite payments on highway con- 
tracts about three weeks, the gov- 
ernor said. It takes about that 
length of time for claims to go 
through the regular channels be- 
tween here and Washington, be 
passed upon in the good roads 
bureau there, and then returned to 
Lincoln for payment. 
Under the new procedure, «jach 


amount paid to a contractor will 
be subject to Washington's check 
and subsequent approval. In case 
any item should be disallowed, the 
state will have to pay it from the 
gasoline tax fund. It is not ex- 
pected that any such instance will 
arise, however, since all projects 
are O. K.'d by federal engineers 
before contracts are awarded.

More Farmers Are 


Now Slaughtering 


Action Said To Be Result Of De- 


cline in Prices Without Drop 


In Retail Meat Charges. 


Declining livestock prices with- 


out a corresponding drop in retail 
meat prices has resulted in in- 
creased slaughter of meat animals 
on Nebraska farms, E. V. Jones, 
assistant state and federal agricul- 
tural statistician, said Saturday in 
his mid-month report. 
The slaughter of meat animals 
on farms this year is even more 
general than a year ago. An un- 
usually large number of hogs and 
beef cattle were killed for meat on 
farms. This, bankers reported to 
Jones, follows the sharp break in 
hog prices, which fell 33 per cent 
during the past thirty days and to 
lower cattle prices. 
The general level of farm prices 
as 
of December 15 showed a 
marked decline under the previous 
month, Jones said. All grains, with 
the exception of corn, which ad- 
vanced to about 2 cents a bushel, 
were unchanged to slightly below 
the previous month. Butterfat and 
eggs dropped considerably for this 
season of the year, he declared. 
Early December rain put winter 
wheat in a greatly improved con- 
dition, Jones reported. The rains 
averaged about an inch in the win- 
ter wheat belt. Hessian fly is less 
prevalent than usual, most sections 
appearing to be entirely free of the 
pest. Some infestation is reported 
in south central Nebraska counties. 
Only about 7 per cent of the corn 
in Nebraska remains in the field, 
Jones found.

Vienna; he studied tool making in 
the Royal Technical College, Lon- 
don. 


Returning to his home he built 
his own workshop. 
He made his 


own paper in a mill he constructed 
himself. 
He made his paper one 


sheet at a time. He designed his 
own type, cut 
his 
own 
letter 


punches in steel, made his own 
copper matrices, and cast his own 
type in a hand mould. Then he 
set his type, printed his book, and 
bound it himself. 


It took seven years to turn out 


the first book, an edition of 200, 
on the art of engraving. The type, 
forms and other equipment have 
been removed to the Smithsonian 
Institution, where they are now on 
display.

Prospects for 
Lowest of 


the Year Subject of a 


Special Forecast. 


The wind shifted from the south 
to the northwest late Saturday 
night and brought a dust storm 
and subfreezing temperatures to 
Nebraska. Weather Observer Blair 
issued a special forecast shortly 
before midnight warning that the 
temperature probably will fall to 
zero in central and northeastern 
Nebraska Sunday. 
United Air Lines observers said 
the northwest wind had attained a 
velocity of fifty-five miles an hour 
at Grand Island and was whipping 
up sand and dirt into a dust storm 
that made visibility practically 
zero. 


The high wind, however, soon 
passed over, being replaced by a 
steady blow of about 25 miles an 
hour velocity here. Highest ve- 
locity for this vicinity was about 
CO miles an hour at Lindbergh field 
shortly before midnight but in +mflt 
an hour it had subsided. 
Temperatures were dropping. 
Early Sunday morning the mer- 
cury had slipped below 40 degrees 
here after having been up around 
SO most of the night. Other points 
reported these late temperatures. 
Cheyenne 25, North Platte 33, 
Cozad 38, Grand Island 35, York 
52. 


York's reading was taken before 
the northwest wind came. 
With the strong wind bringing 


the chill air of the northwest in 
large quantities, weather observers 
predicted the storm might intro- 
duce the coldest wave so far this 
season. Concern was expressed 
for grazing cattle on the western 
ranges, because of the unexpected- 
ness of the storm.

Harry D. Lute, Rancher 


of Panhandle, I* Dead 


Mr. Lute, prominent farmer and 
rancher of western Nebraska, died 
Saturday at a North Platte hos- 
pital. He was 63 years old and had 
lived in Nebraska sixty-two years. 
Born in Germany he came to Lin- 
coln county in 1871 and moved to 
Keith county in 1878, where he 
had lived since. 


He was known as the first 
rancher in Keith county vicinity 
to hay feed livestock and was in- 
strumental in getting the first ir- 
rigation system near Faxton, Neb. 
He once owned 9,000 acres of land 
but later split it up into farms and 
his home place now consists of 
1,400 acres. 


He was graduated from the Ne- 
braska agricultural college in 1904 
and was active in organized farm 
work. He was secretary of the Ne- 
braska Farm Bureau federation 
three years, resigning to return to 
the farm. He also was a Farmers 
Institute lecturer in 1908, 1909 and 
1910. He had served often as pres- 
ident of the Keith County Farmers' 
union. He was a member of the 
Methodist church and L O. O. F. 


BILLIONS SHIFTED BY 


DOLLAR 


Gain of Debtor Classes Is 


Estimated in Figures of 


Senator Thomas. 


WASHINGTON. (UP). Depre- 


ciation of the dollar so far' has 
shifted 100 billions in dollar values 
from 'creditor to debtor classes in 
the United States,. Senator Thomas 
estimated in discussing the opera- 
tion of his currency expansion 
plan. President Roosevelt's mon- 
etary policies by which the dollar 
has been depreciated have been 
carried out under authority of the 
currency expansion amendment 
offered by Thomas to the farm re- 
lief bill last spring. 
"I said then on the floor of the 
senate," Thomas recalled, "that 
the amendment would shift 200 bil- 
lions of dollar values from one 
class to another in this country. 
I estimate that approximately half 
of that shift has taken place. The 
owners of bonds and other evi- 
dences of dollar indebtedness have 
given up that sum in dollar values. 
It may be found now in the value 
of other property." 
The point Thomas was making 


was that the dollar value of land, 
commodities and such property has 
increased as the dollar itself has 
depreciated. He is convinced the 
process will continue until the 200 
billions figure is realized. 
"I do not profess to know Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's plans," Thomas 
said, "but I am of the opinion that 
he will depreciate the dollar in 
terms of gold to the fun 50 per- 
cent permitted under my amend- 
ment That would raise the gov- 
ernment's gold bid ultimately to 
$41.34 an ounce, twice the $20.67 
gold standard figure."

Chamber of Commerce of the 


United States in Chal- 


lenge of Right. 


WASHINGTON. IS 
1). The cham- 


ber ol commerce of the United 
States, the nation's largest busi- 
ness organization, challenged the 
right of congress to attempt to 
correct social defects or economic 
abuses thru taxation. Fred H. 
Clausen, Horicon, Was., manufac- 
turer, chairman of tbe committee 
on federal taxation of the cham- 
ber, submitted this relief to the 
house ways and means committee 
as the "business viewpoint" on tax- 
ation. 
Before stating the chamber's 


opinion on specific points, oppos- 
ing additional taxes on dividends, 
maintenance of depreciation de- 
ductions and reduction of capital 
gains and losses rates among other 
things, Clausen said: 


"The object of taxation ia to 
produce revenue. The penalizing of 
particular methods of doing busi- 
ness or the accomplishment of so- 
cial reforms are not within its le- 
gitimate sphere, nor should it- be 
influenced by prejudice or a spirit 
of punishment. Any deviation from 
these fundamental principles is not 
only an abuse of a sovereign right 
that .carries with it the power to 
destroy, but also operates to de- 
feat the proper purpose of tax 
legislation, namely, the production 
of revenues'. The correction of 
economic abuses or social defects 
should not be sought thru a rev- 
enue measure. 
"During and since the war the 
income tax has been a tremendous 
revenue producer, bringing in far 
more money than any other tax. 
This tax is self-assessed. The co- 
operation of the taxpayer is con- 
sequently essential if the tax is to 
be administered in a satisfactory 
manner. Even tho rates may be 
high, this co-operation can be 
maintained provided the taxpayer 
is convinced that tbe tax is applied 
fairly and without discrimination. 
If, however, the taxpayers of the 
country become convinced that 
some provisions are essentially un- 
fair, that the tax is applied in a 
very discriminatory manner or in 
a spirit of punishment,' co-opera- 
tion wiQ be-alienated, administra- 
tion made increasingly 
difficult, 
the revenue meantime reduced, and 
the tax eventually ^discredited. 
'In view of the dependence 
which has ben placed upon it, the 
breakdown of the income tax 
would be disastrous to tbe govern- 
ment from a revenue standpoint. 
In the interest of both the governV 
ment and the taxpayers, changes 
in the income tax laws, especially, 
should contemplate tbe elimination 
of harsh and discriminatory fea- 
tures, and the avoidance of,large 
new burdens and inequities Pro- 
visions that are designed to elim- 
inate loopholes in the tax laws and 
thus to provide additional reve- 
nues must be considered in the 
light of these conditions. 
"Business is willing to pay its 
full share of taxes, but in view of 
tbe large and increasing propor- 
tion of the total federal taxation 
which it bears it is particularly 
important that all changes in the 
revenue structure should be fair 
and equitable, with no discrimina- 
tion, no overdue obstructions of 
normal business processes nor 
penalties on legitimate forms of 
doing business."

"God bless us everyone." Her sec- 
ond was a response to the greeting 
of love . and loyalty" that the 
crowd sent home to her husband. 
Her third was a funny story. 


There's nothing stuckup about 
her," remarked one man in the 
motley outside crowd, as Mrs. 
Roosevelt came alone to the halL 
Waiting' there in the bunding 
were Bishop Freeman of Washing- 
ton cathedral; Attorney General 
Onmnings, Mrs. Harold L Ickes, 
wife of the secretary of interior, 
and Mrs. Henry T. Rainey. wife of 
the sneaker. Babies cooed on the 
arms of worn but *msnn^ mothers! 
as Mrs. Roosevelt talked. The au- 
dience rose, and rose again, ap- 
plauding her. Said she: 


"Christmas wouldn't seem like 
Christmas to me without going to 
a Salvation Army party—I've 
done it in New York. Albany, 
Washington. I don't believe anyone 
can understand the spirit of 
Christmas so wen as those of us 
wfao have had hard times. People 
who have had hard times know 
best bow best to be generous and 
sympathetic, and how to help 
others around them. And that is 
the spirit of Christmas." 
Saying, "Shell be tefling the 
president about this sarty." Major 
James Asber of the Salvation 
Army called oa the crowd to -send 
a Christmas message to the presi- 
dent, and they clapped long and 
loudly.

Note of Despair Over Poli< 


ticians Sounded by 


Holy See. 


VATICAN CITY. (Copyright by 
Universal Service.) In a Christmas 
message to the world Pope Pius XI 
inveighed against short visioned 
politicians, pleaded for world pray- 
ers to destroy war makers and the 
money madness that breeds con- 
flict, and bluntly reiterated the 
holy see's condemnation of legal- 
ized sterilization of man. As the 
sacred college of cardinals and 
hundreds of prelates gathered in 
the consistory ball to extend 
Christmastide greetings to the 
pontiff aqd praise him for his 
strenuous activity during the holy 
year, Pope Pius seized Uie oppor- 
tunity to point out critically the 
faults he finds with the world's 
present 'situation. 
Pope Pius's short talk was 
marked by a note of desperation 
and impatience with men, espec- 
ially "politicians who are without 
wisdom." 
Deliberately 
he ap- 
proached his appeal for prayer: 
"When one noted financier was 
asked for an opinion of the finan- 
cial situation, he replied he had no 
opinion. Asked what he thought of 
it he replied he did not think. But 
when one comes to such incertitude 
on such gigantic mass interests in 
this new history of mankind made 
up of contrasts, conflicts and con- 
tradictions, then one must say a 
word which is really appropriate, 
for other words seem utterly in- 
adequate and groundless. 
"When Napoleon was asked 
what was most necessary to con- 
duct a good war, he replied: 
'Money, then money, and again 
money.' 


"1 have a word which can be re- 
peated not only three times but as 
many times as needed. What must 
we do to attain general concord 
and welfare? Pray, then pray, and 
again pray. This is what our 
blessed savior said; that it is nec- 
essary to pray, always and with- 
out ceasing. This is what I exhort 
yon to do, since man already has 
said too many useless words." 


The pope then gave his blessing 
to the cardinals and prelates and 
again recalling Napoleon and his 
mention of war. the pontiff added:

sinners to prepare for watery 
graves. 


All rail traffic into Puget Sound, 
except from Vancouver, B. C, and 
Grays Harbor, was blocked .by 
slides and washouts, and railroads 
said they did not expect to operate 
much between eastern and western 
Washington for two days." In cen- 
tral Washington traffic was 
blocked and hundreds of travelers 
were marooned. 
In north Idaho floods thundered

LAGNY, France. UP). One bun-; 


dred and sixty-five Christmas- 
travelers were killed, officials esti-.', 
mated, in a ghastly train collision'* 
near here, fifteen miles east of* 
Paris. The fast train to Stras- 
bourg, an hour late, plunged thru 
a thick fog at fifty miles an hour, 
into the rear of the Nancy ex- 
press, which had halted. 


Both trains were carrying merry 


students and their relatives and 
friends from Paris into the coun-^, 
try for the holidays. The wooden 
coaches of the Nancy train weret 
smashed to splinters, strewing the; 
tracks with dead and dying. The- 
death list steadily mounted as 
scores of the more than 280 in- 
jured died in hospitals or enroutew 
to them. 
" 


The Nancy express was stand- 
ing still behind a suburban local" 
stalled in an empenetrable fog 
when the fast train suddenly* 
screeched out of the milky mist/ 
terrifying the helpless passengers" 
before striking them dead. 


The engineer and fireman of the 


Strasbourg train told investigators- 
they could not see the signal lights 
nor hear the torpedoes placed on 
tha tracks because of fog and 
frost 
. 


- The four rear cars of the Nancy 
train were telescoped and crushed 
to'splinters by the crushing loco-, 
motive. Nearly all the occupants'* 
of these cars were killed outright. 
. Two members of the chamber of 
deputies, Henri Rollin and Gaston£ 
Poittevin, were among the seri-* 
ously injured. Senator Hachette, 
at first announced to be among 
those" hurt, was found later to be," 
safe in Paris, not having taken 
either of the trains. 


All the inhabitants of Lagny 
hurried to the scene and aided in 
the rescue work. In a nearby field 
local doctors and others who Has- 
tened from Paris gave first aid to 
the injured while the dead were 
laid in long, silent rows beside the 
rails. 


Wood fires lighted along the - 
tracks to provide illumination re- 
vealed a fantastic shambles, 
shrouded by the heavy fog. By 
midnight 100 bodies had been laid 
beside the wreckage and the 
searchers worked on. At 3 a. m.,- 
134 bodies had been recovered. 


•The acicdent was -one of the 
gravest in the history of French 
railroading. It was far more seri- 
ous than the one at Evreux last

dtfawn up in London in June and 
pBpviding for the purchase of prac- 
tically all newly mined silver at a 
price of 64 1-2 cents an ounce. At 
the same time the gold fund of the 
RFC was increased by $25,000,000 
to -a total of 100 millions. 


The proposed purchase of silver 
is? a direct step toward inflation, 
but by a different route than has 
been used in the bold-buying pro- 
gram, both having the sole purpose 
of raising commodity prices. It 
will doubtless stimulate this move- 
ment. It immediately excited the 
markets for all securities related 
to the output and use of silver, and 
so gives d i r e c t aid to a large 
American industry. 


End-of-the-year attitudes have 


played an important part in pro- 
ducing results. 
Where they have 


be,en unfavorable, as in the liquida- 
tion of speculative securities, they 
need not be given much consider- 
ation, as they are of a temporary 
character.

The board, however, aaid that 


commodity prices, as measured 
by the index of the labor depart- 
ment's statistical bureau declined 
from 71.7 in the first week of No- 
vember to 70.9 in the week ending 
Dec. 9, following a trend contrary 
to that sought by the administra- 
tion in its gold purchasing plan. 


Because of the Christmas eve 


holiday in the,government depart': 
ments, the usual announcement of 
the day's price for Reconstruction 
corporation purchases of newly 
mined gold.was omitted.

since Monday. 
Speaker Rainey took

during the day to tell reporters 
his estimate of the president's 
latest move, under which newly 
mined silver will be brought by the 
mints at 64 1-2 cents an ounce and 
half of it coined into silver dol- 
lars. The speaker called it "Noth- 
ing to get excited about" and a 
"very small bite at the cherry." 
He recently declared himself for 
free coinage of silver. 
The chamber of commerce as- 


serted that "whether measured 
by quantity or by value tbe ex- 
port trade of the United State* 
has shown a pronounced upturn 
since last May with each of tbe 
succeeding months recording a 
substantial rebound from tbe low 
of 1932." It added: "Nevertheless, 
we have a long road to travel to 
reach the averages of the 
five 
years 1928-32, the value being 
still at 59 percent under the aver- 
age for that period." 


The federal reserve board re- 


ported that after the declines of 
October the total value of indus- 
trial 
production showed 
little 


change during November and the 
first half of December. It said: 
"Activity at steel mills, after de- 
lining from 44 percent of capacity 
in the early part of October to 25 
percent in the early part of No- 
vember, subsequently increased to 
a rate of 34 percent in tbe third 
week of December. Output of au- 
tomobiles, which was curtailed 
sharply in November In prepara- 
tion for new models, also in- 
creased somewhat in tbe early part 
of December." The board also re- 
ported a substantial increase In 
construction 
contracts 
awarded, 


reflecting, it said, tbe activities of 
the PWA.

SILVER RETURNS TOO LATE FOR WIDOW 


OF TABOR AFTER LONG VIGIL AT MINK 


Seen as Bolstering Money 


Stand by Winning West- 


ern Support.

Despite 


general expectation of «ucb a 
move, President Roosevelt's silver 
proclamation, widening his mon- 
etary policy to include coinage 
purchase of .the white metal in 
accordance with the London sil- 
ver pacUt swept the Washington 
news of the week for dual reasons, 
economic and political. 
It over- 


shadowed the growing protest over 
high post repeal liquor prices; the 
Struggle with liquor tax problems 
and the republican strategy con- 
ference which informally approved 
a party wait and see attitude in 
the coming session of congress. 


Expansion Of trade with silver 


using countries, particularly across 
the Pacific, was the direct imme- 
diate purpose of the presidential 
silver buying order. A secondary 
objective was the additionallever- 
age the program may furnish for 
controlling the exchange value of 
the American dollar as a means of 
raiding domestic commodity levels. 


The'new move' on the monetary 


front has an important anticipated 
bearing also on political aspects 
of the' coniing 'session of congress. 
It may dleply affect the congres- 
sional lineup in the fireshadowed 
monetary policy, debate and go far 
toward assuring continued presi- 
dential control. 


Mr. Roosevelt made his first di- 


rect use of the Thomas "inflation" 
amendment to the farm bill in 
making operative in this country 
the silver pacts negotiated at Lon- 
don. 
With the silver program in 


operation and a government silver 
price set well above the long-time 
average market level for the metal, 
senators from silver states may 
support the administration's mon- 
etary maneuvers even against a 
drive for direct inflation or more 
drastic resort to the Thomas 
amendment. A realignment, tend- 
ing to push farther off any deci- 
sive congressional action toward 
inflation and leaving the president 
in firm control is possible. 


Problem* of Taxation. 


Aside from the silver matter, 


post-repeal problems of taxation 
and soaring prices filled much of 
the week both for congressional 
committees and the executive de- 
partments. A white house desire 
for rush action on a special liquor 
tax bill in the first week of the 
January session was disclosed to 
party leader's. On the international 
front a reciprocal deal with France 
was worked out giving her an in- 
creased quota of 784,000 gallons 
of wines and liquor in exchange 
for French absorption of 20,000 
tons of American apples and pears. 


The existing liquor shortage and 


the rising clamor over post-repeal 
prices by senators and representa- 
tives influenced the compromise. 
French desire to impose additional 
taxes on the American fruit was 
not withdrawn, but France under- 
took to absorb the stipulated ton- 
nage in even event. While the new 
federal liquor control 
authority 


struggled under code authority to 
find a solution for the price levels 
prevailing, legislators from big 
city districts began drafting bills 
of their own to curtail costs to 
consumers. 
-^Washington-also witnessed dur- 
ing the week informal republican 
leadership 
get • togethers 
which 


may prove gsinificant. Senator 
McNary of Oregon, party leader in 
that body; former Treasury Secre- 
tary Mills of New York, Senator 
Reed of Pennsylvania and former 
Senator Walter Edge of New Jer- 
favored a watchful waiting party 
policy during the coming session 
rather than the political risks of 
an organized assault on adminis- 
tration recovery measures. The 
conclusion is binding on no indi- 
vidual republican altho said to be 
approved by former President 
Hoover. It will in no wise impede 
the fire of individual senators or 
representatives of the minority, 
but does represent a feeling among 
republican leaders that President 
Roosevelt still is strongly en- 
trenched in popular support. 
The republicans gatherings 


leaked a whisper, without definite 
authority, that Mr. Hoover intend- 
ed to stand aloof from the party 
selection of a presidential nominee 
in 1936. The only authorized state- 
ment was that 1936 candidacy 
matters were not discussed.

It was the 
Matchless. His star soared. A man 
of millions, a senator and a lavish 
spender. He marrier Baby Doe— 
Elizabeth 
McCourt 
Doe—a n d 


President Arthur and bis cabinet 
came to their wedding. Life was 
handsome and Baby Doe was beau- 
tiful. 


His holdings included vast es- 
tates in Honduras—every other 
other section for a stretch of 400 
miles along the Patook rivei. He 
built an opera house, still standing 
in Denver, 
properties 


He invested in mining 
with Marshall Field. 


Everything he touched turned to 
money. 


Then he lost his fortune, quickly. 


That was in 1893. But he man- 
aged to keep the Matchless. 
In 


'98 they made him postmaster at 
Denver and the next year he died. 
He didn't fit into the business of 
sorting mail and delivering other 
people's letters. 


And when he died he whispered 


to his wife: "Hold on to the Match- 
less—never let it go." That was 
in 1899 and Baby Doe, now a little, 
faded woman of 70, is still holding 
on to the Matchless. 


She lives in a proud, lonely fash- 


ion in a rude lean-to on Fryer's 
hill, overlooking the famous mine. 
She keeps it neat, the lean-to, and 
she keeps a shotgun, too, it's said. 
Visitors aren't welcome, but when 
they do come she is polite. The 
mine is owned by a Denver com- 
pany, which has given her permis- 
sion to do as she likes. Its lower 
levels are flooded with dank water. 
Its machinery is rusted, anti- 
quated and the Matchless probably 
has given up its treasure. 


Perhaps by now some friend has 


trudged the two miles over the 
mountains to tell her the news of 
the silver's return. If so, it has 
only strengthened her conviction 
that untold wealth again will be 
dug from the depths of the mine. 
She is keeping faith with her hus- 
band's dying wish. 
Now she is 


alone, for Silver Dollar, her daugh- 
ter, died in a fire in Chicago. She 
doesn't believe it, and looks for 
mail sometimes from her.

Bells of Church of Nativity 


to Ring Out Again Sun- 


day Night. 


BETHLEHEM, Palestine. (UP). 


The bells of the Church of the 
Nativity, marking the spot where 
the infant Jesus was laid in a 
manger nearly 2,000 years ago, 
will ring out thru the world on 
Christmas eve. As the traditional 
ceremonies are held hi the vaulted 
cathedral surrounding 
stone cell where the 


the tiny 
hallowed 
manger stood, the bells will peal 
as they have for centuries, but this 
time their paen of joy will be heard 
not only by the devout pilgrims 
gathered here for Christmas but 
by a large part of the Christian 
world. 


The chimes will be picked up by 
wireless and carried in the British 
empire, the United States and at 
least sixteen European countries. 
The broadcast, an innovation in 
the tradition of the Savior's birth- 
place, was accepted by the eccles- 
iastical authorities in the belief 
that the nations, beset by eco- 
nomic difficulties and strife, will 
be heartened by the chimes as a 
voice of peace from the home of 
peace. 


Crowds thronged the streets of 
Jerusalem and Bethlehem m prepa- 
ration for the annual observance 
In spite of world conditions, which 
materially lessened the number of 
foreign pilgrims, the various na- 
tionalities of the earth were repre- 
sented as usual—black and white, 
occidental and oriental, Americans, 
Arabs and Chinese Christians. 


On Christmas eve, the bells will 


be rung at intervals thru the day 
and at midnight will peal out a 
salvo of chimes to herald the dawn 
of Christmas day. Priests will walk 
thru the streets swinging censers, 
followed by white surpliced boys 
singing carols under the calm, star 
sprinkled sky. 


In the absence in Rome of Mon- 
signor Barlassina, Latin patriarch 
in the Holy Land, Monsignor Fel- 
linger, auxiliary bishop, will con- 
duct the Christmas eve and Christ- 


mas day ceremonies, arrayed in 
the gorgeous robes and mitre of 
his office. 
Just before midnight 


Sunday he will bear the effigy of 
the Blessed Babe to its sacred spot 
in the Grotto of the Nativity.

It is the language of refugee Jews 
from the Reich, many of whom are 
present in the land of their tradi- 
tional origin to watch the Christ- 
mas celebrations.

Their attor- 
ney, Charles Moyse, who attended, 
said it was "more tender than an 
American movie." Their family has 
engaged a famous French lawyer, 
Deputy Henry Torres, to aid in the 
defense. 
Since Monday, when they and 


eight others were arrested and a 
quantity of papers, wireless sets, 
and photographic apparatus were 
seized by police, Mr. and Mrs. 
Switz have been held in separate 
prisons. Mrs. Switz, 22, the former 
Marjorie Tilley, of New York, ap- 
peared calm and undisturbed, in 
marked contrast to her husband, 
when she went before the magis- 
trate following the grilling of her 
husband. At the opening of the in- 
vestigation they were kept apart. 


The accusation against him was 


described by Switz as a "complete 
error" and he told the investigators 
details of his trips to France. He 
explained he was trying to market 
an amplifier of which he had a 
model made in Holland.

Trade Should Gain by 


Proclamation.

WASHINGTON. (Copyright by 


The Sunday Journal and Star.) 
Every cloud has a silver lining. 
Wrapped in the atmosphere of de- 
pression, the metals industry has 
groped for relief from its menac- 
ing surplus along with every 
other commodity. But silver, un- 
like wheat, for instance, has a use 
for monetary purposes entirely 
apart from its intrinsic value for 
tableware and ornament So long 
as the nations of the world could 
not agree for the last few years 
on whether they would or. would 
not use silver in their currency 
systems, there has been chaos in 
mining. 
The remedy—a decision to take 


care of the surplus silver by sell- 
ing it to governments lor use as 
money—is in line with the control- 
of-surplus policy and rationing of 
supplies 
which had dominated 


world economics thruout the de- 
pression. 
So first of all the increased 


price to be paid for silver here- 
after and the greater demand cre- 
ated now benefits the whole metals 
industry. For silver is produced in 
many mines along with copper, 
lead, zinc, and gold, respectively. 
One overhead pays for them all. 
Hence any increase in revenue 
from any of these metals helps the 
mine owner. 
All the western mining states, 


therefore, should be happy. They 
should give a vote of thanks to 
Senator Pittman of Nevada, who 
led the fight at the London eco- 
nomic conference and this week 
persuaded President Roosevelt to 
issue his silver buying proclama- 
tion. 
But, it is pertinent to inquire 


what about the other aspects of 
silver purchase? Does it mean in- 
flation? 
where ? 


Will it help trade and 
Will it lead to bi-meal- 


lism? Because in American his- 
tory silver has driven gold into 
hoarding or export at times when 
the latter was worth more than 
the silver offered by our govern- 
ment in exchange for it, we are 
apt to be nervous whenever silver 
comes into the monetary picture. 


There is, however, no justifica- 


tion for apprehension on the basis 
of what has been donethus far. The

of about 24 million 


ounces of silver and the coinage of 
about 8 million silver dollars is an tion to learn the 
insignificant addition to our money and run driver, 
supply. We have, by contract, 
At Fairmont 


nearly 6 billion in Roosevelt dol- 
lars. 
Outside the United States, how- 


ever, the effects are more impor- 
tant Thus 40 percent of the 
world's population is on a silver 
basis. By stabilizing silver, results 
secured are vital to the merchants 
and business people and consum- 
ers in those countries as if we had 
stabilized the price of gold in the 
United 
States, 
Great 
Britain, 
France and the other gold-using 
countries. 
Stabilization is a step forward, a 


milestone in financial progress. 
The increase in the value of silver 
attained by suddenly giving silver 
an additional use will be reflected 
in the increased purchasing power 
of silver countries. Our trade with 
the orient should improve.

STATE BUTCHERS ITS 


BEEF AND 


Buys Two Cars of Cattle to 


Patten on Corn Grown 


at Prison. 


As a matter of economy, so as 


not to run up a deficit in legisla- 
tive appropriations, the state board 
of control has decided to do its own 
butchering of beef and pork at the 
state penitentiary, the killing of its 
own pork at the soldiers home at 
Grand Island and at other institu- 
tions where, possible, Mrs. Benson, 
chairman of the board, announced 
Saturday. Thus there is prospect 
of serving old fashioned pork saus- 
age, bead cheese, and perhaps de- 
licious boiled back bone with some 
of the tenderloin clinging to the 
framework, to say nothing of pig 
brains, and if desired the state can 
pickle its own feet and cure its 
own side meat and »<""« in the old 
smokehouse, and also render its 
own lard and use the cracklings 
for soap grease. 


But Mrs. Benson, who is a farm 


housewife, said the butchering is 
to be confined mostly to beef and 
plain pork for immediate use, al- 
tho the prison is equipped with a 
good cold storage plant for pre- 
serving purposes. 


"It is a matter of economy," she 
said. "We do not want to create a 
deficit in our funds by buying all 
our meat supply. We have bought 
two car loads of cattle for the pen- 
itentiary and will fatten them on 
prison raised corn and have raised 
a lot of hogs there. The federal 
processing tax on pork is added to 
the purchase price if we buy as 
usual fom the packing houses. The 
pork tax ranges from forty cents 
to 51.15, depending upon the qual- 
ity of the cuts bought" 


No poultry will be bought for 


Christmas dinners at the state in- 
stitutions. Pork, home grown, is 
to be served at the penitentiary 
dinner, chickens at the home for 
dependent children- Home grown 
ducks are to be served at the Lin- 
coln and Hastings hospitals for in- 
sane. Chickens will be served at 
the Geneva training school for 
girls and at the Kearney industrial 
school for boys.

LENDING AID TO REFUGEES 


Panicy Exodus From Ger- 


many Declared Over. 


NEW YORK. W). The period of 


"panicky 
exodus" of refugees 


from Germany is over, said James 
G. McDonald, the high commis- 
sioner of refugees, on his return 
from 
Europe. 
McDonald, ap- 


pointed to lead the work of the 
refugee commission by the League 
of Nations, came back home for 
conferences with Jewish leaders 
and welfare workers. 


"The work of the commission," 


McDonald said, "is twofold. The 
first phase consists in co-ordinat- 
ing the efforts of private organiza- 
tions lending aid to refugees. The 
second consists in negotiating with 
governments for the asylum of 
such refugees." 


The commissioner said Prof. 
Joseph P. Chamberlain, American 
representative on the commission, 
would confer with the departments 
of labor and state, seeking a haven 
for refugees in the United States. 
"The real problem now," McDonald 
said, "is to raise enough funds for 
the relief and reconstruction of 
refugees. This will take many 
millions, most of which will come 
from private organizations." 


According to the latest esti- 


mates to reach the commissioner, 
the total number of refugees from 
Germany—many of whom are 
Poles long resident in the reich,-as

FOR WAR SPIRIT 


(Continued from Page 1-A.) 


"My prayer is that God destroy 
those wishing war." 


Then, aiming indirectly at Ger- 


many where millions are to be 
spent in sterilizing 400,000 persons 
deemed unfit to carry on propa- 
gation of a true Germanic people, 
the pope mentioned a previous 
Vatican message condemning steri- 
lization and birth control as means 
of hindering the true goal of the 
family. He said: 


"Sterilization is a word which

is destined to be disappointed. The 
pope will not make a speech of 
either great or little importance; 
the pope however can and wishes 
only to speak with his intimates. 


"This winter must do, above all 


as a paternal duty, for one cannot 
fail to respond to such a filial ex- 
pectation. 
But this expectation 


cannot be to hear what the pope 
thinks .in the present general and 
International condition of things. 


"It is rather a filial consultation 


to ask the pope, the teacher, in 
the midst of so much talking that 
is going on what Catholics should 
think of that which with an anci- 
ent word, is called 'sterilization,' a 
word which spells experiments al- 
ready in use in faraway countries 
and for which there existed in 
some sense a preparation but which 
now has been made the subject of 
legislative dispositions. Objection- 
able as the subject is, we shall 
nevertheless speak of it to satisfy 
that expectation.

AMES S. EYRE of New 
writes: 


"For some time past, I have been 


a student of your 'Theories of Golf. 
They have been very helpful. There 
is one point on which I am nol 
clear. It is with regad to the start 
of the down swing. You say it is a 
distinct pull of the loft side so th 
left hip is out of the way when 
the left arm is coming through. 


"Now at the start, when the hips 
turn to the left, do the shoulders 
also start turning at the same 
time? Or is there a conscious effort 
to hold the shoulders back during 
the forwad swing? I have never 
seen a picture of you, while in the 
act of striking the ball, directly 
from the rear. 


"I should appreciate greately an 
expression from you on this point, 
which I believe to be the cause of 
my slice." 


I think I can see what is behind 
this letter. The reference to slicing 
indicates that my correspondent is 
guilty of the common mistake of 
omitting the shift forward in be-

swing. The left arm moves almost 
straight down and the right elbow 
returns to the side of the body. 
ginning the downswing, and of 
turning his hips and shoulders as 
one piece, approximately in a hori- 
zontal plane. The effect is to force 
his swing immediately outside its 
proper arc so that he must cut 
across the intended line of flight 
as' he Tiits the ball. In doing this 
he must produce a slice or smoth- 
ered hook, depending upon whether 
the face of his club is open or 
closed at contact. 


WT IS exceedingly difficult to set 
M. down any exact order of move- 
ment for a complicated function in 
which there are many moving parts 
beginning or changing the direction 
of their motion at so nearly the 
same time. 


But the high speed camera sees, 
as the eye may not, that in the 
expert swing the hips begin to un- 
wind, in initiating their movement 
toward the ball, while the club is 
still going back. 
This action produces a stretch up 


the left side, completes the final 
straightening of the left arm and 
the ultimate cocking of the wrists. 
The feeling is that the pull from 
the left hip produces this stretch 
by a"fing against the momentum 
acquired by the clubhead during 
the backswing. 
It is proper for the first turning 


movement of the hips to be accom- 
panied by a lateral shift orward, 
starting a flow of weight toward 
the left foot. As the hip-turn pro- 
gresses, taking up the slack in the 
left side, the left shoulder too, must 
begin to swing around. In begin- 
ning its movement, of course, the 
shouldec Is behind the hip by the 
tiny fraction of a second required 
to pull the rope taut.

AC DONALD SMITH once said 
that he had the feeling of 
starting his downswing by drop- 
ping both elbows. Although the hip 
movement properly begins first, 
this is an excellent way to describ- 
ing the correct beginning of the re- 
turn movement of the arms. ' 


The 
left 
arm 
moves almost 
straight down and the right elbow 
returns directly to the side of the 
body. The wrists return, at first, 
their full angle of cocking, and the 
swing remains inside the projected 
line of flight. 
Omitting the slight shift of the 


hips, and attempting to hold the 
right shoulder to the level of the 
left in turning back to the ball, 
tend to hold or throw most of the 
weight upon the right foot. Fur- 
ther, instead of returning the right 
elbow to the sfde. this action tends 
to move the hands toward the 
front.

Given Official Recognition. 


Sherman is the proud possessor 


of a gold football, emblematic of 
membership in the "N" club, that 
red-blooded organization of Uni- 
versity of Nebraska athletes past 
and present. The honor is one sel- 
dom conferred on anyone other 
than members of Cornhusker var- 
sity teams. The award, official 
from the athletic board at the re- 
quest of the "N" men, was recogni- 
tion to one who has long been a 
loyal follower of Nebraska ath- 
letics and whose contribution in 
addition to his stout loyalty and 
endless enthusiasm has been the 
name by which the varsity taems 
are now known—The Cornhusk- 
ers.This name, particularly signifi- 
cant of the commonwealth it rep- 
resents, stands out in solemn con- 
trast to the mulitudinous animal 
emblems which decorate and con- 
fuse the collegiate realm. The 
name Cornhusker carries thoughts 
of power, strength and endurance 
and is so closely allied to the Ne- 
braska region to insure against it 
being copied by any other institu- 
tion. 
Presented at Banquet. 


Presentation of this honor award 


was made at the University club 
banquet a few weeks ago. It was 
made in the presence* of many old- 
timers and the 1933 Big Six con- 
ference 
championship 
football 


squad. What more fitting setting 
could there be for such an occas- 
ion? For the name 
Cornhusker, 


coined by Sherman, is a household 
word In football circles from coasl 
to coast and the distinctive ring of 
the Nebraska name has had its 
part in the Scarlet and Cream's 
climb into national prominence. 


Cy Sherman saw bis first Ne- 
braska football game 40 years ago 
He gained a good impression o: 
the pigskin sport at the outset as 
Nebraska was victorious that day 
It was the Iowa game at Omaha 
Thanksgiving day in 1893 and N 
braska won the thriller. He movec 
to Lincoln two years later and be- 
came an addict to football 
played by Nebraska. 


History of Comhuskera, 


In the early days, Nebraska 


teams were known as Bugeaters, 
a name which gave Cy a strong 
nausea. Some called them Ante- 
topes and this he decided was "no 
so hot" 
Accordingly in -1S99. Charles 


Sumner decided something shoul 
be done about it and he got to 
moiling over various names whitf 
might be appropriate. Let him 
carry on here in his own words: 
"Along about 19001 had a string 


of Missouri Valley newspapers 
with wbotn I was supplying Ne- 
braska athletic news. Toe press as- 
sociations In those days didn't pay 
orach attention to college sport 
and so the papers depended upon 
special correspondents. 


Kept N. U. In Headlines. 


"My string included Kansas 
City. St Joseph, Sioux CSty. Des 
Moincg. Minneapolis and St Louis. 


On these editors I tried out the 
ame Cornhuskers and after a! 
fear or two it came into general 
use."In 1907, The Sombrero, stu- 
ents' annual at the university was 
hanged to The Cornhusker—the 
first official recognition of the 
name I had coined. Ten years or 
o later an official history of the 
University of Nebraska was writ- 
en and in this volume the name 
Cornhusker was officially recog- 
nized." 
Sherman is a bit reluctant to 
discuss what part he has played in 
bringing Nebraska to prominence 
in national intercollegiate circles, 
iut any of the old-timers will tell 
you it was his tireless work in con- 
ributing to the. columns of the 
middlewestern and eastern news- 
papers that started the Cornhusk- 
:rs to the front and kept them 
here. 


Real Thriller In 1913. 


The most thrilling game he has 
witnessed was the Nebraska-Kan- 
as game at Lawrence in 1903, 
Sherman maintains. Here an over- 
onfident Nebraska team, which 
expected a pushover, was treated 
o a real surprise. In the middle 
>f the second half, the Jayhawk- 
ers were within a fraction of an 
inch of a first down just one foot 
rom the goal line but the Huskers 
rose up to repulse the attack. 


In this game Johnny Bender, 
classed by Sherman as one of the 
greatest players he has ever seen, 
was the particular hero. Bender 
made two great plays that con- 
tributed to the thrills of the Ne- 
braskans and the woes of the Kan- 
sans. When Pooler was loose be- 
hind three interferers, Bender ran 
around the blockers and made the 
ackle that saved the day. Later 
ic reversed his field and went 80 
yards for the touchdown which de- 
cided the game, 6-0. On this spec- 
tacular jaunt. 
Bender 
started 
towards one sideline and suddenly 
threw his tacklers out of stride by 
swinging back to the far corner, 
stretching a spread hand from his 
nose in the general direction of 
:he Kansas quarter as he went by 
lie safety. 


Won't Name Best Player. 


"And who Is the best Nebraska 


player you ever saw perform," I 
asked Cy one December afternoon. 


"Well, that's hard to say, and I 


don't propose to get myself em- 
broiled in a controversy on that 
subject, so we'll let it drop at 
that," was Sherman's swift reply. 


Cy has missed only two. home 
games since he has been in Lin- 
corn. Quinsy kept him at home 
when Kansas State beat Nebraska 
in 1930, the last game Nebraska 
lost in Memorial stadium, and he 
was absent when the Cornhuskers 
beat Iowa State to win the Big Six 
conference championship in 1931.

WASHINGTON. UP). With the 


expectation of obtaining prices of 
$8.00 a hundredweight for hogs 
and 75 cents a bushel for corn on 
the farm, agricultural adjustment 
administrators 
are preparing to 


launch their campaign for co- 
operation by midwestern farmers 
in the crop reduction plans. 


Since top hogs now are selling 


at $4.25 and cash corn around 45 
cents in Chicago, with farm prices 
materially 
lower due to freight 


charges, the administrators believe 
the increased prices they expect to 
achieve will have the same effect 
on prairie agriculture as "10 cent 
cotton" in the south. 


At the pre-war level, taken as 


the basts for present price-fixing, 
the parity price for corn now 
would be about 64 cents a bushel, 
but because prices of things the 
farmer buys are above the pre-war 
level, the parity price of corn 
aimed at is about 75 cents. 


Similarly the parity price of 


hogs would be §7.24 but at the 
present level about $8.00. 


The first step in this campaign 


will be to get the signatures of 
sufficient 
farmers on reduction 


contracts to cut the number of 
pigs on farms by 15,000,000 and 
the area devoted to corn by 20,000.- 
000 acres. In return for this the 
farmers will be paid out of proc- 
essing taxes rentals 
which mav 
total $350,000,000. 


The corn-hog program is the 


largest yet undertaken by the 
agricultural administration. 


For three reasons the corn-hog 


program is the most difficult yet 
undertaken; other crops, such as 
cotton, are closely sectionalized. 
but cotton, corn 
and hogs are 


grown thruout the country; it is 
difficult to class many farmers 
primarily corn and hog producers 
or general farmers; the two prod- 
ucts are peculiarly linked since 
much of the corn crop is marketed 
"on the hoof" in the form of pork. 


Another difficulty is that in the 


wheat and cotton campaigns ad- 
ministrators could point to a carry- 
over of thr4e times the normal 
amount while excess pork products 
in storage are estimated at only 60 
percent above normal. 


Yet Secretary Henry Wallace in- 
sists there is danger in a casual 
reading of these figures,

WASHINGTON. OB. Reduction

"I consider 
it essential that early legislation 
be enacted to provide for an in- 
crease in the 1,000 plane program 
in order to give the navy airplanes 
necessary for national defense." In 
discussing personnel, the admiral 
noted that as of last July 1, the 
force was short 183 seavier than 
air aviators, and that this defi- 
ciency could not be made up until 
1945 if the present rate of com- 
missioning fliers was followed.

Battles Abroad Just for 


Liking of It.

•-NEW YORK.—Li/e must be a 
little more cheerful for the inmates 
of the McNeil island penitentiary, 
off Seattle, since Bert Hall arrived 
there this month to begin a visit 
of two and a half years. One of 
America's most colorful soldiers of 
fortune, a general in the Chinese 
army, a master flier, a charter 
Member of the Lafayette esca- 
drffle, Bert Hall should be able to 
break the monotony of any prison 
in the world. 
' His friends here talk of his 
plight with mingled amusement 
•nd regret Hall is in jail for en- 
gaging in the illegal importation 
of firearms into China. His im- 
prisonment means that the orient 
will have to get along for a while 
•without the mysterious character 
known as General Chan. It may 
mean universal peace for two and 
* half years. It's hard for those 
,who know him to imagine a war 
without Bert Hall In the thick 
of It 
.1 "You could always reach Bert 
in care of army headquarters when 
a .war was going on," said Col. 
Charles Wayne "Chuck" Kerwood. 
!3t was hard to tell which army, 
tho. He'd change sides overnight." 
Hall fought for the Turks against 
the Bulgarians, and for the Bul- 
garians against the Turks. When 
he tired of fighting in France dur- 
ing the World war he got a job in 
the czar's- army. In China he

Principles established thru the cen 
turies were challenged and fell 
governments were remodeled; in 
some major countries even the 
structure of society was torn down 
and re-established on what it was 
hoped would prove an Utopian 
foundation. The ferment promises 
to continue into the new year. 


Adolf Hitler's advent to power 


in Germany inaugurated a year ol 
experiment which changed the face 
of the nation and vitally affected 
European relations. 


In a few brief months this Aus- 
trian ex-corporal with the hypnotic 
personality had by a bloodless rev- 
olution crushed political opposition 
and,'to all appearances, made his 
adopted country entirely nazi in 
action and thought. 


Administratively,
